Attention was first drawn-to Mr.

‘Nélan of the Experimental Physics 
Faculty, University College, Dub- 
lin. When the newly, invented bat- 
tery had reached a stage at which 
there was ground for believing that 
it had potentialities which might 
produce revolutionary results in the
